Give I'.-* ;i Deliuile Answer. 


In last Friday's issue of Tin: KKVIKW, 


the writer quoted some of the reasons of 
the i lenuan Lutherans in supp nt of their 
objections to certain paits of our compul- 
sory education law. It was tlifn shown by 
the most positive statymtnts, that those op- 
ponents are sanguine advocates of compul- 
sory education and firm supporters of our 
public free sc!iool?;tlhU their only objections 
to the present school laws are, First, that it 
is defective in that it leaves parochial schools 
wholly in the pjwer of school directors: 
according 10 this law they must be saiMicd 
to riji/jroiiT such schools. Although the-e 
schools may, iu all respects,strictly conform 
to the requirements <;f this law, yet if the 
school directors, ci'.her from antipathy to re- 
ligious schools or other b.<d 
motives, are not 


s'lffftetl, 
these schools will not be approval. 


Which means that they must be given up. 
There is no redress or remedy for this 
wrong. This authority, of the directors, is 
absolute and irreversible. 
Every parochial 


school in llliuois is in jeopardy, and liable 
to the arbitrary non-approval of school 
directors. The law should be so amended, 
that it shall lie the fluty of school directors 
to exempt tlie scholars of parochial schools, 
iu which all the prescribed branches of 
know'td.;e are taught according to law, 
from its amenability as truants while they 
are attending sucli schools. The law is also 
oppressive iu its requirements that certain 
branches be taught in the English language. 
What harm can result in teaching them iu 
both the English and ('erman languages, so 
long as the English is taught iu the partic- 
ular branches of study required by law. 
Then the law demands tbat the children 
must attend either the public or an a/>- 
prorcd private school in the tlixlrtct triihiii 
which then reside. Why must the parochial 
school be in the public school district, if the 
child and its parents prefer to go to tlie 
parochial school, although it may be outside 
of the district in which the child resides? 
There are numerous other objectionable 
features which it is not neces-ary to advent 
to on this occasion, if we prize religious 
liberty then we must scrupulously guard the 
means by which it is preserved. 


This issue is not against public schools 


nor against compulsory education, but not- 
withstanding that this is clearly and forci- 
bly slated by the opponents, still the press 
insists upon evading the true issue and tries 
to make another issue altogether, which 
they say ought not to be brought into poli- 
tics, so say the opponents also; yet this 
neither raises nor disposes of the evil which 
is complaineJ of. The republican party 
say they are in favor of public free schools 
and compulsory education. The democrats 
emphatically claim themselves to be the 
authors of the public free schools and that 
they are in favor of compulsory education. 
' 


to both of these positions the opponents to 
certain parts of that law say, we agree; but 
they go further, and want a positive an- j 
awer from one or both parties whether they • 
will amend the law in respect to that part' 
which goes further and infringes upon the 
constitutional right, and in its language 
"That no human authority can in any case 
whatever, control or interfere with the 
rights of conscience." There is no harmony 
of action tending to subserve this purpose 
b; the parties named.
